Question 2. If you received the greatest number of votes for election to council would 
you accept election by council to the office of mayor and, if so, what would you perceive 


your role to be in that office? 


Bill Orleans 

For this candidate, this 
question seems a bit odd; it 
is, he thinks, generally be- 
lieved that he will not receive 
the number of votes to even 
make a contest of seventh 
place in this field. 

However, the News Re- 
view asks: were he to receive 
the greatest number of votes, 
he believes that the elected 
Council might find it worth- 
while to challenge the tradi- 
tion of mayoral selection, and 
this candidate would agree. 
Notwithstanding having re- 
ceived the greatest number 
of votes, he would nominate 
another for mayor, (he has 
one in mind), one who this 
candidate believes has the 
temperament to quietly pre- 
side at council and one with a 
commitment to open the pro- 
cess of council to a greater, 


more inclusive participation of 
Greenbelt residents. 

Further, however, should this 
candidate succeed somehow in 
squeaking through to seventh 
place, he would still nominate 
someone other than the presumed 
winner of the greatest number of 
votes and also in the first regular 
meeting after the election intro- 
duce an ordinance to change the 
Charter and Code to effect the 
separate election of Mayor and 
Council (among other electoral 
changes in Charter and Code.) 


Leta Mach 

Yes. Essentially, the mayor 
while the first among equals, has 
just one of seven votes. The 
mayor has no special powers. 
But does have special responsi- 
bilities to represent the city. I 
feel I could do that. 

The mayor presides at coun- 
cil meetings. This means being 





sensitive and respectful by 
providing an opportunity for 
those who wish to speak and 
running an orderly, productive 
meeting. I have a good deal 
of experience running meet- 
ings at various levels as cur- 
rent Clean Air Partners chair, 
2010 chair of the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Gov- 
ernments Air Quality Com- 
mittee, Advisory Committee 
on Education chair for eight 
years, and past president of 
Parent Cooperative Preschools 
International, Greenbelt Center 
Elementary School PTA and 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
PTSA. 

The City Charter also spells 
out these functions for the 
mayor, “recognized as the head 
of government for all ceremo- 
nial purposes, by the courts

First Council Candidate Forum 
Is Sponsored by Greenbelt East 


The Greenbelt East Advisory 
Coalition (GEAC) sponsored the 
first Candidates Forum for the 
upcoming Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil election in the Community 
Room at Greenbriar on October 
6. GEAC, an association of 
neighborhoods located in Green- 
belt East, includes Greenbriar, 
Greenwood Village, Windsor 
Green, Hunting Ridge, Greenbelt 
Lake Village, Greenbrook Estates 
and Greenspring I and II. 

All seven incumbent council- 
members were present along with 
challenger William Orleans. 

The forum was moderated by 
Tom Crandall of the Greenbelt 
Lake subdivision and included 
brief introductions by each of 
the eight candidates and a series 
of four topical questions giving 
each candidate an opportunity to 
respond, strictly limited to two 
minutes each question. 

Speed Cameras 

Do you support the use of 
speed cameras? Where should 
they be located and what are the 
expected revenues? 

Herling answered first and 
indicated his support for speed 
cameras in Greenbelt school 
zones (streets within one-half 
mile of a school). He supported 
the use of any revenue for public

safety expenditures and felt that 
cameras would reduce speeds in 
school zones by changing driver 
behaviors. However, he had 
questions about the selection of 
vendors to operate the systems. 

Mach also supported speed 
cameras, which she felt did not 
invade privacy. She noted the 
city revenue estimate for the 
first year of operation as about 
$200,000 which would likely 
decline as drivers modify their 
behavior. She felt some driv- 
ers were traveling well over the 
speed limit in school areas. She 
also believes the cameras would 
be less expensive than having a 
patrol officer in those areas and 
would consider mobile cameras. 

Orleans said he was not an 
advocate of the cameras and was 
more in favor of raising taxes for 
speed enforcement (officers). He 
felt arrests were more effective 
than mail citations. 

Putens favors the use of cam- 
eras. He believes people know 
where they are deployed and 
will slow down. He also noted 
that state law requires that any 
revenues from use of cameras 
be dedicated to public safety 
purposes. 

Roberts supports speed cam- 
eras as long as their purpose is 


public safety, not revenue. He 
has supported speed humps and 
red light cameras. 

Pope also supports the camer- 
as. She shared with the audience 
that on a recent visit to her na- 
tive Germany, she was caught by 
a camera and a citation followed 
her to Greenbelt. She believes 
the cameras play a role in reduc- 
ing the severity of accidents. 

Jordan also favors the use of 
cameras, feeling they are about 
safety, not revenue. He also sup- 
ports the use of mobile cameras 
that could be used in different 
locations within the school zones. 

Davis also favored both the 
mobile and stationary use of 
cameras. She noted they are set 
to take a picture of the vehicle 
if it exceeds the posted limit by 
12 miles an hour. She believes 
the red-light cameras used within 
Greenbelt have been very effec- 
tive. 

The Economy 

The economy is still stagger- 
ing. The city budget will be 
tight. Where would you make 
the first cut? 

Jordan, the first to respond, ac- 
knowledged that the budget was a 
serious issue. He believes council

Council Celebrates Co-op 
Month with Proclamation

The regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council on Mon- 
day, September 26, opened with 
a proclamation recognizing Octo- 
ber as Co-op Month. Copies of 
the proclamation were prepared 
for Greenbelt’s seven currently 
existing cooperatives: the Green- 
belt Consumer Cooperative, Inc., 
the Greenbelt Federal Credit 
Union, Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
the Greenbelt News Review, the 
Greenbelt Nursery School, the 
New Deal Café and Rapidan 
Camps. 

Celia Craze, director of plan- 
ning and community develop- 
ment, then introduced two new 
staff members in her depart- 
ment: Jaime Fearer, commu- 
nity planner, and Keelah Allen- 
Smith, code inspector. A recent 
graduate of the University of 
Maryland in community plan- 
ning, Fearer had completed in- 
ternships with Envision Prince 
George’s and the state depart- 
ment of housing and community 


development. 

Allen-Smith, the second new 
staff member, comes to Green- 
belt from code enforcement in 
College Park; he is also a former 
member of the Riverdale Park 
Town Council. 

Following the introductions, 
Councilmember Emmett Jordan 
announced that he, Councilmem- 
ber Silke Pope and City Clerk 
Cindy Murray had graduated the 
previous month as fellows of the 
Academy for Excellence in Lo- 
cal Governance. Councilmember 
Konrad Herling has almost com- 
pleted the program, and Mayor 
Judith Davis and Councilmember 
Leta Mach had both graduated 
some time ago. 

The academy, a voluntary 
training program for Maryland 
county and municipal officials, is 
administered by the University of 
Maryland’s Institute for Govern- 
mental Service and Research in

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Question One’s Missing 
Answers Now Published 


In last week's paper we printed the answers to the first question 
to candidates in “Candidates Offer Changes For Greenbelt Station.” 
Responses, due by 9 p.m. on Monday, were delayed due to email/ 
internet problems for two candidates, whose responses are below. 


Question 1. In view of the changed economy should revisions be 
considered to the uses proposed for the Greenbelt Station development 
at the Greenbelt Metro Station? If so, what changes might you be 


amenable to? 


Silke Pope 

Any future development that 
occurs in Greenbelt West must 
be up to the highest standard pos- 
sible. Our residents and taxpay- 
ers have the right to expect the 
best quality, value-enhancing, and 
environmentally friendly develop- 
ment we can achieve. I hope 
we do not have to compromise 
in any way, but in these difficult 
economic times, it 1s unrealistic 
to think that no compromises will 
occur or that we won’t have to 
adjust on some level. 

At this moment, it is unclear 
what changes might be proposed. 
This makes it difficult to predict 
what types of compromises might 
need to be made. All of Green- 
belt needs to continue to insist 
on maintaining the high standards 
and values on which this com- 
munity has been built. We must 
voice our concerns and make 
clear to the developers what our 
goals are for this property. Com- 
munity input and transparency 
during the process is a must. 

Smart growth and develop- 
ment is vital to our tax base 
and provides us with greater op- 
portunities and resources for all 
of our residents. This includes 
bringing new jobs to our commu- 
nity, something that is desperately 
needed. 

I don’t think that there will 
be an easy answer to this issue. 
Everything depends on what type 
of development is ultimately 


proposed. At this point, it is 
too early to say how the original 
plans may be altered. 

The property in question is 
located in a prime location and 
should be sought after by many. 
I strongly believe that the devel- 
opment plans will begin to move 
forward in the near future and 
I will continue to insist that we 
strive to maintain our City’s high 
standards and expectations. 


Rodney Roberts 

I am definitely open to pro- 
posals for alternative uses of 
our Metro station, especially in 
the South core. I would not be 
in favor of proposals that would 
water down, or cheapen any 
proposal or approved plans, or 
weaken the City’s development 
agreement and covenants. I 
question the wisdom of the cur- 
rent plan to build hundreds of 
townhouses and apartments in 
the South core. Instead, I would 
like to see uses that would pro- 
vide long-term, well-paying jobs 
such as high tech research and 
manufacturing. I believe we 
need very high standards that 
would ensure adequate public 
facilities for police, recreation, 
schools, open space, storm water 
runoff, transportation, etc. We 
need to put the city’s long-term 
interests first by demanding the 
highest quality in planning, de- 
sign, construction, public facili- 
ties, and services. 


Forgiveness Book Signing 
Last Week at St. Hugh’s

Last Saturday at St. Hugh of 
Grenoble, Rev. R. Scott Hurd 
discussed his new book, “For- 
giveness: A Catholic Approach” 
at the church’s Day of Reflection, 
hosted jointly by the parish So- 
dality of Our Lady and Knights 
of Columbus (KofC). 

In introducing Father Hurd, 
John Winfrey of the KofC first 
listed Hurd’s degrees (from Ox- 
ford, England, and Richmond 
University in Virginia) before 
becoming an Episcopal priest 
and mentioned his conversion 
to Catholicism in 1996. He 
was ordained a Catholic priest 
of the Archdiocese of Washing- 
ton in 2000 and was assigned 
to St. Hugh’s, where he has 
assisted ever since as pastoral 
associate. 

Father Hurd has always held 
other positions in the Archdiocese 
in addition to his duties at St. 
Hugh’s; and in listing some of 
them, including his current posi- 
tion as director of the Permanent 
Diaconate and the new temporary 
assignment as interim chaplain of 
St. Luke’s in Bladensburg, Win- 
frey marveled at how Hurd had 


ever found time to write a book. 
Father Hurd admitted that St. 
Hugh’s parishioners had served 
as sort of “guinea pigs” and first 
readers, since many of his Sun- 
day sermons were based on the 
theme of forgiveness. 

To start his presentation, Fa- 
ther Hurd passed out a “Forgive- 
ness Quiz” of agree/disagree 
statements which he used as the 
outline for his talk. The state- 
ments, such as “There are certain 
things that cannot be forgiven,” 
were difficult and thought-pro- 
voking. Father invited questions 
or comments from the audience 
and, indeed, there were quite a 
few, leading to interesting discus- 
sions. 

After lunch featuring home- 
made soup prepared by the 
Knights and another short dis- 
cussion session, Hurd signed 
books for a long line of eager 
buyers. His book will also be 
on sale at St. Hugh’s Christmas 
Bazaar on November 5 and can 
be ordered online at www.pau- 
line.org. Amazon has a Kindle 
version and Barnes & Noble has

collaboration with the Maryland 
Municipal League, the Maryland 
Association of Counties and the 
Local Government Insurance 
Trust. 

Courthouse Expansion 

Council voted to send a let- 
ter to the General Services Ad- 
ministration (GSA) in response 
to its recently released and 
final Environmental Assessment 
(EA) for the proposed expan- 
sion of the U.S. District Court- 
house on Cherrywood Lane. 
The expansion would provide 
office space for an additional 
159 employees and allow for 
consolidation of offices now 
leasing space elsewhere. Work 
is scheduled to begin during 
fiscal year 2014 and continue 
for four years. 

GSA concluded the plans 
accorded with the National En- 
vironmental Policy Act (NEPA) 
and made a “Finding of No 
Significant Impact.” As a re- 
sult, no environmental impact 
statement is required. 

Council concurred with the 
city staff’s recommendation to 
take no position on the finding. 
They added several suggestions, 
however, to those presented 
by staff concerning wetlands, 
transportation and the loss of 
office leases in Greenbelt as 
the offices of the U.S. Pro- 
bation and U.S. Trustees are 
moved to federal property.

for serving civil process, and 
by the governor for purpose of 
military law.” The mayor signs 
documents and letters. In that 
role, I would diligently read and 
proofread to ensure that the pa- 
pers conform to council direction. 

The mayor needs to be avail- 
able to represent and present the 
city’s position before other levels 
of government, at state and na- 
tional events and other special 
functions. While this is not a 
difficult job, it does require time. 
Being retired, I do have time to 
carry out such duties. 

The highest vote-getter is 
not automatically elected mayor. 
When I interviewed Sherrod East 
for the 50th anniversary oral his- 
tory videos, he said he was the 
highest vote-getter in our first elec- 
tion, but the other council members 
felt he was too young and elected 
someone else. I feel I have the 
experience and knowledge to be an 
effective mayor. I hope my fellow 
council members agree. 


Silke Pope 

Yes, I would accept election 
to the Office of Mayor. I would 
consider it a great honor to be re- 
elected to council and especially 
to receive the highest number 
of votes from the residents of 
Greenbelt. I would, also, con- 
sider it a great honor to have my 
colleagues place their trust in me, 
giving me their endorsement for 
Mayor. I would work hard to 
make sure I lived up to the high 
expectations of the residents who 
voted for me and to those of my 
Council colleagues. 

As to my role while Mayor, 
I would envision my position 
to be one of serving as both an 
ambassador and advocate for our 
City. These duties encompass 
many roles including acting as a 
representative with multiple local, 
state and national groups such as 
the Maryland Municipal League, 
and the National League of Cit- 
ies. But my main focus would 
remain on local city politics, as 
that is where my ultimate respon- 
sibility lies. 

My hopes for the future would 
be to lead Greenbelt towards a 
brighter and better future by en- 
couraging new business develop- 
ment, supporting existing business- 
es, Supporting crime prevention 
initiatives including the support of 
our police department, promoting 
good relations and cooperation be- 
tween neighboring municipalities, 
and protecting and preserving our 
environmental resources. I would 
push to make Greenbelt “greener” 
by promoting the use of energy 
Saving measures such as solar en- 
ergy, alternative fuel vehicles and 
recycling programs. And, I would 
be a strong advocate for children, 
the elderly, and all citizens of 
Greenbelt. 

As Mayor, I would bring a 
broad-minded perspective to the 
table and instill a new “esprit 
de corps” in our City Council 
and all Municipal employees. I 
would emphasize how important 
it is to have one united com- 
munity. 

I am dedicated to Greenbelt’s 
Community and Future. 


Konrad Herling 
I am running to serve on a 
good and hard working council, 
whose most important priority 
is to serve our citizens well. I 
would accept the election results 
to serve in any capacity as a 
council member, including Mayor. 
The City Charter states that 


the Mayor “is to preside at the 
meetings of the Council and shall 
be recognized as the head of the 
city government for all ceremo- 
nial purposes ....” Aside from 
those purposes, our council mem- 
bers, of which the Mayor is one, 
are, by statute, on equal footing. 

Beyond the prescribed role, I 
see the Mayor as someone who 
works to develop a sense of col- 
laboration, in concert with all 
colleagues, to help Council move 
in a positive direction to address 
citizens’ concerns, to assure that 
our city is being managed well 
and effectively. As one who 
presides at meetings, the Mayor 
sets a tone of mutual respect for 
council colleagues and fellow 
citizens, a respect that endures 
differences; that when we dis- 
agree, we do so without being 
disagreeable. 

I have a specific idea to in- 
crease opportunities for Council 
to work collaboratively — a differ- 
ent approach in determining the 
regular council meeting agendas. 

It is for Council to hold open 
work sessions in advance of the 
next scheduled regular meeting 
to discuss and establish what the 
agenda should be. As several 
council members work full time, 
it would provide an opportunity 
for every member to contribute to- 
wards determining what legislation, 
resolutions, and other items would 
be up for discussion and action. 

Each council member would 
have a greater sense of ownership 
in helping to build the agenda; 
fellow citizens would share a 
sense of ownership by contribut- 
ing suggestions, ideas or con- 
cerns, at the open session. 


Ed Putens 

In all my years in office, be- 
coming the mayor has never 
been my goal. I have always 
been grateful to the voters for 
the opportunity to serve on the 
Council. I have never made any 
special political effort to finish 
first and thereby earn election by 
the Council as the Mayor. 

As for the “role” of the may- 
or, the City Charter clearly estab- 
lishes a limited role. Greenbelt 
has from the beginning been a 
council-manager system. The 
management of the City is en- 
trusted to a professional City 
Manager chosen by and reporting 
to the full council, and all City 
departments and employees work 
under the Manager. After each 
election, the Council elects one 
of its members, traditionally the 
one who received the most votes, 
as the Mayor. The Charter says 
that the Mayor “shall preside at 
the meetings of the council” and 
be “the head of the City govern- 
ment for all ceremonial purposes” 
and has some mostly procedural 
duties imposed by state law and 
local ordinances. The Mayor 
is not a supervisor in any way. 
This system has always served 
us well. 

The Mayor does have room 
for political leadership, and may- 
oral leadership has been impor- 
tant in recent Greenbelt history. 
In addition, the Mayor often 
represents the City at various re- 
gional and other meetings, though 
other Council members also at- 
tend such meetings. 

Therefore, my answers to the 
question are (1) that I do not seek 
the position but would feel obli- 
gated to the voters to accept elec- 
tion as mayor if I finish first; and 
(2) that my role would be limited 
in accordance with the Charter.

Rodney Roberts 

I would be honored to serve 
as mayor. I believe I would do 
an excellent job because of my 
experience and knowledge of our 
City, my business experience, 
and my ability to manage people 
and other resources. I would run 
meetings in an impartial manner, 
because I believe this is crucial 
to the functioning of the Council 
and the City. 

According to the charter, the 
role of the mayor is to chair 
Council meetings, sign official 
documents, and to act as the cere- 
monial representative of the Coun- 
cil and the City. Each Council 
Member represents all the citizens 
of Greenbelt, and should have 
the opportunity to speak freely 
and express their views. Council 
meetings are also an opportu- 
nity for the public to address the 
Council, so it is vital that citizens 
can speak their minds. Every 
citizen deserves the chance to be 
heard regardless of their point of 
view or status in life. 

I would like to move towards 
more open council meetings, 
where council members and 
citizens are free to speak their 
minds without being marginal- 
ized, disparaged, or silenced. It 
is important for the mayor to 
be accessible to citizens, and to 
realize that all council members, 
including the mayor, serve at the 
pleasure of voters. 


Judith Davis 

Yes, I definitely would. Hav- 
ing served for seven terms as 
Mayor, I have full knowledge of 
the time, duties, leadership skills, 
and responsibilities required to 
be the kind of mayor our citizens 
now expect and deserve. 

Despite what some may 
believe, the role of Mayor in 
Greenbelt has expanded to meet 
the needs of a more complex so- 
ciety. To receive its fair share of 


benefits and attention, Greenbelt 
must play an active part in the 
larger region. Doing so often 
falls upon the Mayor. Network- 
ing with other elected officials 
gleans valuable ideas and con- 
tacts. 

The Mayor’s foremost role 
is performing constituent ser- 
vice. The Mayor should attend 
aS many city and civic events 
as possible, as this enables the 
Mayor to hear citizen concerns. 
The Mayor communicates those 
concerns to the rest of Council 
and staff and then monitors the 
resulting actions. Though often 
all council members are invited 
to events, the Mayor is the one 
that is expected to be there. 

The Mayor is the “face” of, as 
well as the spokesperson for, the 
City at all occasions and venues. 
The Mayor represents the entire 
City, which sometimes means 
withholding personal feelings on 
issues, and works for the good of 
all its citizens. 

The Mayor must be knowl- 
edgeable on the latest issues and 
best practices, which entails at- 
tending conferences, workshops, 
and courses. The Mayor must do 
his/her “homework”. 

When running meetings, the 
Mayor keeps discussion focused, 
bringing in all divergent opinions, 
then working to create consensus 
in order to accomplish what our 
citizens elected Council to do. 
One person, even the Mayor, can- 
not set policy or pass ordinances 
without at least four votes. The 
role of the Mayor is to remain 
above the fray and find ways to 
reach agreement, often through 
compromise. The Mayor’s role 
is to lead. 


Emmett Jordan 
It is important to remember 
that the selection as mayor is 
not guaranteed to the candidate 
with the largest number of votes. 
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The responsibility of electing the 
mayor resides solely with city 
council. They traditionally have 
chosen the highest vote recipient. 

Almost all powers related to 
governance rest with city council, 
according to the City Charter. 
The mayor is given the additional 
tasks of presiding over meetings 
and serving as the ceremonial 
head of government. The mayor 
has almost no additional author- 
ity. 

Good leadership is crucial for 
the success of the council and 
City. A good mayor must “lead” 
meetings and work sessions in 
a way that brings out the best 
ideals of council and citizens, in 
order to meet the challenges and 
opportunities that face us. The 
mayor must be a good listener 
who can identify alternatives, 
build consensus, and move coun- 
cil toward taking action, when 
appropriate. 

As mayor, I would use a fair 
and impartial approach to bal- 
ance competing views. I would 
rely heavily on my listening and 
facilitation skills to accomplish 
this. As a thoughtful public 
speaker, I can represent the City 
well at ceremonial events inside 
and outside of Greenbelt. I think 
that our relationship with the 
County needs careful attention, 
so I would seek to expand part- 
nerships with our neighbors and 
County Council to ensure that we 
receive our fair share of available 
resources. 

It is an incredible honor to 
serve as a city council member. 
If elected as mayor by the coun- 
cil, I would consider accepting 
the position for several reasons. 
I believe that I have the ability to 
lead the council, if called upon. 
More importantly, I believe this 
selection would be based on the 
wisdom of the entire council and 
their choice would represent the 
best interests of the City.

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Development Teams Look to Improvements

On Wednesday, October 8 the 
Greenbelt City Council studied 
development options to reverse 
the decline in the city’s shopping 
centers and neighborhoods. 

The Prince George’s County 
Economic Development Team, 
the Baltimore-Washington Cor- 
ridor Chamber and the City of 
Bowie Economic Development 
Department were invited to the 
meeting to share visions, contacts 
and tips for improving the city’s 
development efforts. 

Observers say those efforts are 
more important now than at any 
time in recent history. 

“All three shopping centers 
have vacant storefronts with 
vacancy rates approaching 30 
percent in some parts. Quality 
[replacement] retail is difficult to 
attract,” said Mayor Judith Davis. 

In the residential areas of 
Greenbelt, “there are abandoned 
condominiums which are becom- 
ing rentals but some of the new 
renters,” she said, “are not help- 
ing the neighborhood.” And in 
an ominous warning, Davis said 
Greenbelt is facing the real pos- 
sibility that “all we have worked 
for over 75 years isn’t going to 
be there anymore.” 

Wednesday’s meeting — a 
worksession — offered tools in- 
stead of fixes. 

Aubrey Thagard, represent- 
ing the Prince George’s County 
development team, described 
County Executive Rushern Bak- 
er’s approach to development, 
emphasizing his signature $50 
million Economic Development 


Incentive Fund. Once approved, 
the fund will provide the county 
with opportunities to leverage key 
state and federal resources to at- 
tract quality development. 

Development Possibilities 

Thagard also mentioned the 
county’s interest in promoting 
transit-oriented development. In 
the past, “concrete opportunities 
like potential consolidation of the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services at Largo, Prince George’s 
Plaza or New Carrollton made 
other stations the priority,” he said. 
But the county is “moving forward 
on an opportunity at Greenbelt 
Station [involving a federal client] 
which could be announced within 
the next 30 to 60 days.” 

Walter Townshend, represent- 
ing the Baltimore-Washington 
Corridor Chamber, described re- 
sources his organization provides 
its member businesses, such as 
referrals and leads, networking 
opportunities, educational busi- 
ness seminars, money saving 
discounts and government pro- 
curement fairs. 

John Henry King, representing 
the City of Bowie development 
department, offered experiences 
he has had as a full-time city 
development officer — a position 
Greenbelt does not have. “It’s 
not an immediate need,” King 
said of the position, displaying 
admirable honesty in warning of 
its long-term cost and lack of vis- 
ible benefits. 

Wednesday’s meeting ended 
with input from some of the 
seven residents who had attended. 
An interesting interchange oc- 
curred when a resident praised 
Roosevelt’s Center’s vibrancy 
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“on the young end and on the 
old end” but lamented its lack 
of teens. This comment drew 
a sharp response from Davis. 
“Go to Greenbriar and Greenbelt 
East. Teens are there,” she said, 
suggesting their number and the 
locations where they could be 
found were both considered op- 
timal.

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and the city manager have done 
a good job and have the city in 
a good position. Greenbelt needs 
to expand its tax base rather than 
focus on cuts, he said. He sees 
city tax revenues on an upswing 
and said we should structure city 
programs to be more effective. 
Finally he noted that several se- 
nior employees are near retirement 
and that the city would be able to 
replace those positions at a lower 
overall cost. 

Davis agreed that the city 
budget has been tough for the 
past several years. The city has 
a superb city manager and staff, 
she said, and city employees have 
taken decreases in both benefits 
and salaries. The current budget 
provides for a comprehensive or- 
ganizational study possibly lead- 
ing to efficiencies and a reduction 
in redundancies. She believes 
it would be wrong to start with 
cuts. The city should take a 
good look at its operations and 
get smarter and more effective. 

Putens started by saying that 
Jordan and Davis have already 
said what he believes. He would 
not support any cuts either for 
Public Safety or Public Works. 
He said Greenbelt citizens rely on 
these two departments and that 
our employees are worth more 
than they are paid. Putens also 
noted that during the economic 
downturn the state has substan- 
tially cut the shared revenue due 
to municipal governments, using 
it to balance their own budget. 

Roberts also said he would not 
be interested in budget cutting 
but in spending more wisely. He 
noted that council has taken on 
more debt in the current budget 
and will be overspending, not 
spending wisely. 

Pope said council has already 
tightened the belt but we continue 
to face difficult choices. She 
believes no one wants to cut but 
we have to make smart decisions 
for the community. 

Orleans would provide the 
same level of services. But one 
area to cut, he said, would be to 
reduce council salaries and travel 
expenses. 

Mach feels that city has man- 
aged well in spite of the strug- 
gling economy. There have been 
increases in some revenue sources 
and expenditures reduced. She 
suggested more effort to secure 
grants for city programs. Her 
bottom line is that there should 
be no layoffs of city employees. 

Herling noted the observance 
next year of Greenbelt’s 75th 
anniversary. The city has gener- 
ally kept true to its promise, he 
said. He believes the city needs 
to broaden its tax base. And to 
counter the increasing loss of 
businesses and store fronts, he 
has been urging his colleagues to 
seek a better strategy for econom- 
ic development and to develop 
alternative sources of revenue to 
fund city programs. 

Future Vision 

What is your vision for Green- 
belt’s future in light of the plan- 
ning underway with the Greenbelt 
Sectional Map Amendment and 
Sector Plan? 

Pope said she was looking to 
the process to help reach com- 
mon goals for future development 
of the Greenbelt Metro area. 
She believes that mixed-use and 
transit-oriented development is 
needed and that there should be 
better connectivity between the 
Greenbelt sectors. 

Putens noted that the Sector 
Plan process underway is not a 


city-sponsored activity. He feels 
that an update of the 2001 Sector 
plan is needed. He made spe- 
cific note of wanting the scrap 
yard site on Branchville Road 
converted to open space, possibly 
in partnership with the adjacent 
cities of Berwyn Heights and 
College Park. 

Herling sees the ongoing Sec- 
tor Plan process as bolstering 
his support in achieving better 
connectivity (transit and pedes- 
trian access) between Greenbelt 
neighborhoods and in address- 
ing longstanding issues with the 
“unfriendliness” of the Greenbelt 
Road corridor for bicycles and 
pedestrians. 

Davis said she has attended 
nearly all public workshops on 
the Sector Plan. She hopes the 
new plan addresses the issues 
of transit orientation, mixed-use 
development and mixed-income 
housing opportunities, more open 
space and public gathering places. 
She also hopes there would be 
new public facilities such as a 
police station, neighborhood rec- 
reation areas, a comprehensive 
plan for Beltway Plaza Mall and 
potential uses for the historic 
Greenbelt Middle School. 

Jordan reiterated that the plan- 
ning effort is managed by the 
county. He would like to see 
more attention to the city’s own 
‘“visioning process” which needs 
more follow-through on its ob- 
jectives. He would also strongly 
advocate for more original Green- 
belt features being extended to 
the other sectors of the city. 

Mach said she strongly be- 
lieves in the mixed-use/transit- 
oriented development for the 
metro areas, better connection 
between the three sectors and the 
provision of traditional Greenbelt 
features in the Greenbelt East 
and Greenbelt West sectors. She 
hopes there is an opportunity to 
revitalize Beltway Plaza and other 
commercial areas. 

Orleans noted the long delay 
in Greenbelt West development 
that is slated for the Metro Sta- 
tion area, citing the so-called 
“Boulevard to Nowhere” unfin- 
ished construction off Greenbelt 
Road. In regard to the desire 
for more open space, he would 
urge use of the city’s powers of 
eminent domain to acquire land 
in the Greenbelt East and West 
areas. 

Robert’s vision for Greenbelt’s 
future was “A good place for 
people to live and a place with 
good things for kids to do,” he 
said. With a view to bolstering 
the tax base, he suggests rethink- 
ing the Metro Station develop- 
ment for more commercial de- 
velopment and/or manufacturing 
uses to create jobs. 

Crime 

What are your thoughts on 
gang activity increasing in Green- 
belt East and crime throughout 
the city? 

Orleans, first to respond, said 
he characterized the issue as a 
“cultural” problem and that we 
(citizens) should be happy to 
engage everyone. As a society 
we have to be prepared to do 
something as individuals. 

Davis noted that crime seems 
to have decreased overall. In 
Greenbelt West it is improving. 
In Greenbelt East crime is down 
41 percent. And in Greenbelt 
Center the level is about the 
same. She notes that robberies 
and stolen cars remain a prob- 
lem in some areas and is being 
addressed by the Police Depart- 
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ment’s “Hot Spot” programs. 
She also noted some gang activ- 
ity near Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School. She urged citizens to 
continue neighborhood watch 
programs. 

Herling concurred with the 
previous responses, agreeing that 
how we behave on a day-to-day 
basis 1s important. We need to 
maintain and step up neighbor- 
hood watches. He also suggested 
more outreach within the com- 
munities, informing new citizens 
about what Greenbelt has to offer. 

Jordan spoke in favor of sus- 
taining an equal distribution of 
public safety resources for the 
entire city. He said citizens need 
to be alert for activities in their 
neighborhood and to call in when 
necessary. He also supported 
more after-school programs for 
youths. 

Mach noted that crime was 
down about seven percent, bur- 
glaries may be increasing because 
of the economy. She agreed on 
the need to work together and 
to be aware of neighborhood 
activities. She also noted that 
improvements taking place in the 
Greenbelt West neighborhood of 
Franklin Park has helped to re- 
duce crime. 

Pope echoed Mach and oth- 
ers on the need to work together 
and do our part. She urged that 
we not see all our youngsters as 
gangsters. 

Putens cited year-to-year sta- 
tistics generally showing im- 
provements in all three Green- 
belt sectors, with Greenbelt 
West showing the greatest re- 
duction. Although the improve- 
ments shown in the Franklin Park 
neighborhood are promising, he 
said he was not ready to “toot” 
their horn. It is going well, he 
said, but more time is needed for 
an assessment. 

Roberts called for more pro- 
grams for the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center, lamenting the 
fact that funds set aside for im- 
provements to that center were 
transferred to other parts of the 
budget. He also noted that the 
police force has increased from 
40 to 54 sworn officers over the 
past 20 years but the level of re- 
sources for the patrol divisions is 
still about the same. He feels the 
Police Department has too many 
“specialists” and not enough of- 
ficers on the street. 

GMS Executive Session 

At the end of the question 
rounds for the GEAC questions, 
the moderator advised that about 
15 questions had been offered 
by members of the audience and 
suggested closing with one such 
question: Why was it necessary 
for council to close one of its 
meetings to discuss possible ac- 
quisition of the Greenbelt Middle 
School? 

The first respondent was Rob- 
erts who had opposed closing of 
the meeting. He wasted no time 
in declaring he saw no reason to 
close the meeting. In retrospect 
he averred that about 99 percent 
of discussion at the meeting did 
not relate to why the meeting 
was closed. On the question of 
the city’s ability to acquire por- 
tions of the middle school, he 
said the city does not have the 
money and that council should 
have gone to the citizens first. 

Putens said he had voted to 
close the meeting in order to 
discuss the (acquisition) process. 

Pope also said she voted to 
close the meeting to discuss pos- 
sible acquisition. Due to the 
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Greenbelt’s Credit Union 
Has a Long History Here 


A credit union is a coop- 
erative thrift and loan organi- 
zation. Its purpose is to pro- 
mote thrift among its members 
and to provide them with a 
source of credit for provident 
or productive purposes. 

The Credit Union has a 
long and distinguished history 
in Greenbelt and the cred- 
it union movement. It was 
Greenbelt’s first financial facil- 
ity, founded October 18, 1937. 

When the newly arrived 
Greenbelt residents, pioneers 
in this new town, gathered 
to form a savings institution, 
they formed the first com- 
munity credit union in the na- 
tion. Greenbelt’s credit union 
became one of the first credit 
unions to offer checking ac- 
counts. 

It was the first financial 
institution to finance Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. when that hous- 
ing cooperative was formed 
in, 1952. 

Over the years, the credit 
union has been located at var- 
ious sites in Roosevelt Center. 

Annual Meeting 

The annual meeting is held 
during March. The board of 
directors comprises seven in- 


financial difficulty, she said she 
would not be in favor of acquir- 
ing the property. 

Orleans noted he is not a 
member of the current council. 
However, he added that although 
council is allowed to close its 
meetings for particular reasons, 
council does it too often. He 
then cited an issue leading up to 
the 2009 city election where, in 
his view, council inappropriately 
made a decision in “Executive 
Session” to employ outside coun- 
sel to advise and represent the 
city in an election issue. 

Mach responded that, based 
upon legal advice, she consid- 
ered it proper to have closed the 
meeting. She noted that all other 
council discussions on potential 
acquisition of the middle school 
had been in open meetings. She 
also noted that, based upon infor- 
mation that surfaced at a council 
worksession on October 3, she 
is disappointed the city may not 
be able to “own” the building. 
She continues to support the 
city’s pursuing use of the vacated 
school facility for community 
Services. 

Jordan said he has not decided 
on either acquiring or gaining

Each account is 
insured to $250,000 by the 
National Credit Union Ad- 
ministration.

now.

Center renovation: siding work 
is about 75 percent complete; the 
project should be completed by 
November. 

Greenbelt West call boxes and 
cameras: the boxes and cameras 
have been installed and those 


on Metro Drive and Springhill 
Drive are working. The one 
at the Recreation Center has a 
telephone line problem to be 
resolved by Verizon. 

Safe Routes to Schools: 
Maryland State Highway engi- 
neers should complete the design 
phase shortly. 

Energy Efficiency Commu- 
nity Block Grant funded LCD 
lighting: council authorized the 
project September 12. The city 
will need to spend grant money 
by the end of the year. 

Gateway entrance signage: 
staff is discussing. 

Playground improvements: the 
playground at Crescent and Ridge 
roads (A block) is expected to be 
done this fall. 

Metro Access Drive round- 
about: design work has been 
completed and the city is await- 
ing release of funds by the banks.

school, he casu- 
ally was bouncing 
a rubber baseball 
when he saw a 
single ant crossing 
ahead one pace, 
which ant was 
then killed by a 
thoughtless bounce, 
something akin to 
sport. Whatever 
might have been 
that ant’s fate, Or- 
leans had no right 
to end its life for 
sport. “All God’s” 
creatures got” 
value and no life should be tak- 
en so casually. 

At about the same age, he 
was sent from his Westway 
home by his mother with a cou- 
ple of dollars to get milk or 
something from the Co-op. He 
went to the candy store instead. 
Returning home without what- 
ever it was, he was questioned 
by his mother. He lied and said 
some bigger, older kid had taken 
it from him, whereupon he was 
driven about town by his mother 
to find that kid. Orleans saw 
a kid older and bigger that had 
indeed been mean to him in the 
past and told his mother that 
that was the kid. (Of course 
he was not, it was a lie, but he 
justified to himself that it was 
OK because the kid had been 
mean to him in the past.) His 
mother, it turned out, knew that 
kid’s mother and that kid got a 
licking for something he had not 
done. Not bearing false witness 
is a good rule for a good reason. 
One can never reconcile oneself 
to the lie, as indeed Orleans 
could never reconcile with that 
kid, who avoided Orleans ever 
thereafter and long after his lick- 
ing Orleans was the one to feel 
the pain of it. 

Again, at about the same age, 
he stole from Ben Franklin’s a 
plastic crucifix, manufactured for 
what was probably the cost of a 
penny or two, and priced at a 
dollar. His guilt endures and is 
likely not absolvable. 

A few years later he saw a 
girl he knew walking alone near 
the Centerway underpass. She 
had long been the subject of 
mean teasing from other kids, 
including himself. She was 
haughty, a tattletale, a teacher’s 
pet. For whatever reason and 
by whatever the method an 11- 
or 12-year-old could employ, he 
sought to suggest she be nicer 
to other kids (to loosen up a 
bit) and that they (we) would 
probably be nicer to her in turn. 
This many years later he cannot 
recall whether from this small 
interaction she changed or others 
changed in their response to her 
but he does recall that at that 
time he was thanked for being 
nice to her and that thereafter he 
changed. At any age it always 
is better than not to talk out 
conflicts, personal, and maybe 
also political. 

At the age of 15, after one 
year at High Point, Orleans 
moved to Albany to live with his 
father and his Aunt Jewel; his 
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life lessons con- 
tinued. Early on, 
enrolled in Albany 
High and still a 
new kid in town, 
he had occasion to 
defend a kid phys- 
ically and devel- 
oped mentally dis- 
abled, harassed in 
a classroom, class 
in progress. This 
resulted in a chal- 
lenge to meet in a 
park after school: 
A few punches 
and a lot of wres- 
tling in the grass established 
by kids’ logic that I was okay. 
More importantly, the other kid 
was no longer harassed (at least 
as much as he had been, appar- 
ently for years, and at least not 
in my presence). One need not 
be strong enough to beat mean 
spiritedness, just strong enough 
to say “Stop.” 

At 17 Orleans forced the is- 
sue with his family and enlisted 
in the Marine Corps. Nothing of 
particular significance occurred 
in his four years but he distin- 
guished himself by continuing 
to confront meanness, observed 
too often among the enlisted and 
commissioned, even within the 
constraints necessary in military 
discipline. Sometimes his con- 
frontation was subtle. 

In the summer of 1968, hav- 
ing returned from overseas with 
6 to 9 months to go, he ap- 
plied to PGCC for an early out, 
and was discharged in Janu- 
ary 1969, three months early; 
he had lived and got out with 
an Honorable. During the last 
six months he was stationed in 
Camp Lejeune. Two weekends 
of the month were his. One 
weekend he would drive back 
to Greenbelt to visit family and 
just goof. Most of these trips he 
would take guys going to either 
Washington or Baltimore; driving 
up, we never stopped. But as he 
learned, after his initial 30 day 
leave after returning stateside, 
driving South in the last summer 
of °68 was problematic. 

1968 was to be his first time 
voting. He had listened on 
Armed Forces Radio the news 
of earlier that year and had long 
previously decided we were 
wrong to be engaged as we 
were in Southeast Asia and had 
decided that he would not be 
voting for Hubert Humphrey 
(out of spite! He had sent $20 
to Eugene McCarthy from Viet- 
nam). From his perspective, 
Nixon was out of the question. 
He flirted with the intention in 
his first vote of voting for Dick 
Gregory or Pogo. On his first 
drive South from Greenbelt, af- 
ter leaving I 95 at the Virginia- 
North Carolina line, he found 
himself on old country roads. 
The first time he stopped, he 
was confronted by “colored” and 
“white only” signs and Wallace 
(and Nixon) for President signs, 
and KKK imagery alongside the 
roads. The last weekend before 


the election he spent in Raleigh 
and seeing a Humphrey-Muskie 
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sign above a Democratic Party 
office, on impulse he crossed 
against traffic into its park- 
ing lot, and put a Humphrey- 
Muskie bumper sticker on his 
car. Sometimes incremental 
change only one step forward 
is better than two or more steps 
backward. 

Discontented and failing at 
PGCC, he left Greenbelt again 
in the spring of ’69 for New 
York, where he worked a variety 
of jobs until getting his license 
to drive a taxi, work which he 
engaged in on and off for 30 
years. He would still identify 
as a New York City cab driver. 

He enrolled also in the New 
York School of Hard Questions, 
with a major/minor in no pre- 
tense and no bullshit; and later 
in labor college. 

Later he was received into a 
second faith, the one true secular 
faith, democracy. 

Most important to his ful- 
ly understanding life lessons 
was his mentoring from an old 
taxi driver. A member of the 
Communist Party USA who had 
fought in Spain and returned 
troubled, who left the party with 
the Stalin-Hitler pact, warring 
not always metaphorically with 
former comrades, who engaged 
in the continuous struggle over 
40 years to win a cabdriver’s 
union; who had known and suf- 
fered under the “leadership” of 
20th century Labor significants: 
Mike Quill, John L. Lewis, Jim- 
my Hoffa, and finally Harry Van 
Arsdale, to see taxi workers 
betrayed by their “leadership,” 
themselves. 

Over a strike barrel one cold, 
snowy winter night in ’71 (I had 
stayed late, he had come early), 
just he and I, in a sense I gradu- 
ated, with his instruction, “Or- 
leans,” he said, “Bill, I have just 
one thing to say to you: Never 
pat yourself on the back, ever 
ask of yourself more and harder 
questions, and, Orleans, Bill, 
never give in to the bastards”’. 

This is Orleans. And this: 
several times a convicted misde- 
meanant, he was never convicted 
of a felony (nor should have he 
been); and this: he is an admitted 
paronomasiast; and this, twice 
diagnosed with mental illness, in 
the New York V.A. with Dyste- 
mia (Dis-stem-i-a) said to be a 
mild form of depression and in 
the Washington V.A. with Dyste- 
mia (Dys-stym-e-a) said to be a 
chronic form of depression. Who 
isn’t a little sad, and maybe every 
day? Nothing was prescribed 
with either diagnosis and he is 
uncertain if ever he would have 
taken it if it had been. The Feds 
couldn’t get their pronunciation 
Straight. Instead, he followed 
what would have been his men- 
tor’s advice: “spit in the eye of 
the bastard, laugh at your depres- 
sion.” 

Roberts 

Rodney Roberts, 53, is a life- 
long Greenbelt resident who 
lives with his wife Tara. He 
attended Prince George’s Coun- 
ty schools and was active in 
sports with the Greenbelt Boys 





and Girls Club. A 
1975 graduate of 
the National Tech- 
nical Institute, Col- 
lege Park, Roberts 
is the sole pro- 
prietor of a small 
business that spe- 
cializes in on-site 
repairs of various 
types of equipment 
and vehicles (cel- 
ebrating 13 years 
in business). 

Roberts is serv- 
ing his 10th term 
on council. He 
attended nearly every council 
meeting during the four years 
prior to his being elected to the 
city council in 1991, becoming 
known as an outspoken com- 
munity activist. During his 20 
years on council, Roberts has 
never missed a regular council 
meeting. 

Roberts enjoys volunteer- 
ing his professional skills to 
groups such as Greenbelt Inter- 
generational Volunteer Service 
(GIVES). When the New Deal 
Café was in danger of closing, 
Roberts donated over 100 hours 
of his time working with a small 
group of volunteers to install a 
commercial kitchen. The Café 
was able to install a state-of-the- 
art commercial kitchen for less 
than $30,000, a savings of more 
than $70,000, giving the Café a 
new lease on life. 

In 1991 Roberts proposed 
and worked through to imple- 
mentation a community polic- 
ing program that included the 
city’s first police bicycle patrols. 
Since then he has worked to 
increase bike patrols throughout 
the city and to establish police 
substations in Greenbelt East and 
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Beltway Plaza. 

Roberts was 
a leader in the 
citizen move- 
ment that resulted 
in the city’s ac- 
quisition of 184 
acres of wood- 
land, part of the 
original “Green 
Belt.” Roberts’ 
continued advo- 
cacy resulted in 
the 2003 passage 
of a city ordi- 
nance establishing 
a Greenbelt forest 
preserve consisting initially of 
225 acres. 

Roberts testifies on behalf of 
the city before state and county 
officials concerning develop- 
ment, transportation, recreation, 
environmental and fiscal issues. 
In 2004 he testified before the 
State Board of Public Works 
(consisting of the Comptrol- 
ler, Governor and Treasurer). 
Overcoming initial opposition, 
he secured $648,000 in Open 
Space Funds for the purchase of 
10 acres known as the “Sunrise 
Property” in Greenbelt East, 
one of Greenbelt’s newest forest 
preserves. Roberts has consis- 
tently opposed yearly city tax 
increases for non-essential hir- 
ing and other items. 

Roberts served as a member 
of the Metro Area Sector Plan- 
ning Group. He is a member 
of the Council of Governments’ 
Transportation Planning Board, 
City Council Liaison to the Youth 
Advisory Board and Arts Activ- 
ity Board. Roberts is a member 
and former chair of the Commit- 
tee to Save the Green Belt and a 
founding member of the Greenbelt 
Foundation for the Arts.
